Whenever a heavy piece of furni¬ 
ture or some other weighty object 
crushes a spot in your carpet, your 
steam iron can help restore the pile 
to life. Don’t press on the rug, but 
simply let the steam seep to the 
fiber and then brush up brisklv 
afterwards. 

A large salt shaker filled with 
sugar allows smaller children to 
help themselves without spillage or 
waste. 

Take the clip from an old clip¬ 
board and fasten it to the inside of 
your cabinet door. Makes a good 
place to hang your place mats. 
Keeps the mats flat, unwrinkled and 
handy. 

Place cup screws alternately on 
each side of a wooden coat hanger 
for a neat compact way to hang 
belts. 

An old shopping bag can come in 
handy on cleaning days. Carry it 
from room to room, using it to dump 
wastebaskets, empty ashtrays, etc*. 
Then at the end of your houseclean¬ 
ing rounds there’s only one trip to 
make to the incinerator. 

Colorful plastic buckets make 
good wastebaskets for children’s 
room.

To remove grease from wallpaper, 
make a paste of talcum powder and 
cleaning fluid.

Rnd 16: Ch 4, tr in each of next 
7 dc, holding last lp of each tr on 
hook, thread over and pull through 
all sts at once for a cluster, (ch 5, 
si st in third st from hook for a 
p, ch 2, sc in next lp) 10 times, make 
another p-lp, and a 8 tr cluster, con¬ 
tinue around in same manner ending 
with a si st in top of first cluster. 
Fasten off. 

Second Motif — Repeat rnds 1 
through 15 of first motif. 

Rnd 16: This is the rnd in which 
the joinings are made to other motif. 
Ch 4, tr in each of next 7 dc, (ch 
3, si st in center of corresponding 
p on first motif, ch 1, si st in third 
st of ch 3, ch 2, sc in next lp) 10 
times, ch 3, si st in center of corre¬ 
sponding p on first motif, ch 1, si st 


in third st of ch 3, ch 2, make a 
8 tr cluster over 8 dc, finish rnd in 
same manner as for first motif. 
Fasten off. 

Continue making and joining 
motifs until you have bedspread the 
size desired. A suggested size would 
require 72 motifs joined in rows of 
6 motifs in uneven rows and 7 
motifs in the even rows.

crochet can have a decorative 
and textured look that rivals the 
beauty of hand-loomed fabrics. In 
this set of rug and basket cover, 
strands of black rug yarn and white 
metallic are woven through a water¬ 
melon-colored crochet background. 
The rug is 24 x 36 inches. We sug¬ 
gest using 24 balls of Coats & Clark's 



cerized Cotton (20 balls of water¬ 
melon for rug and 4 balls for basket 
cover); one ball of white J. & P. 
Coats Metallic “Knit-Cro-Sheen”; 
and 4 skeins of Coats & Clark's 
O.N.T. Cotton Rug Yarn (3 skeins 
for rug and 1 skein for basket 
cover). Use a steel crochet hook, 
number 00, and you will need a 
long weaving needle. This covering 
is for a waste basket 8 inches in 
diameter at top and bottom and 12 
inches in depth. 

Abbreviations: 

ch (chain) Ip (loop) 

tr (treble) sc (single crochet) 

sk (skip)' rnds (rounds) 

si st (slip stitch) 

Gauge: 10 tr equal 2 inches, 

3 ridges and 1 woven row 
make 1% inches. 

Rug — Starting at bottom with 
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“Speed-Cro-Sheen,” ch 172 to mea¬ 
sure 35 inches. 

Row 1 (Weaving row): Tr in 5th 
ch from hook and in each ch across 
(169 tr, counting turning ch as 1 
tr), ch 4, turn. 

Row 2 (wrong side): Picking up 
back lp only, sk first st, tr in each 
st across, tr in top of ch 4, ch 1, 
turn. 

Row 3: Insert hook in first tr and 
in free lp of first st on preceding 
row, sc in same place, * make an 
sc through next tr and free lp of 
next st. Repeat from * across, 
ending with sc through top of ch 
4 and last lp, ch 4, turn. 

Repeat last 2 rows alternately 2 
times more (169 sts on each row T — 
3 ridges in all). 

Row 8 (Weaving row): Sk first sc, 
working through both lps, tr in each 
sc across, ch 4, turn. 

Row 9: Picking up front lp only, 
work as for second row. 

Row 10: Insert hook in free lp of 
first st of preceding row and in 
first tr, sc in same place, * make an 
sc through free lp of next st of pre¬ 
ceding row and next tr. Repeat from 
* across, ch 4, turn. Repeat last 2 
rows 2 times more ( 3 ridges in all). 

Row 15 (Weaving row): Work as 
for 8th row. The second to 15th 
rows inclusive constitute pattern. 
Work in pattern until piece 
measures 22 inches, ending with a 
weaving row. Fasten off. 

Weaving —Use double strands of 
rug yarn for steps 1 to 5 inclusive, 
and 3 strands of “Knit-Cro-Sheen” 
Metallic for step 6. Cut strands 
about 4 inches longer than row.

Picture Plates 

Always on the watch for an in¬ 
teresting way to make spare money, 
I ran across this idea which has 
proved successful. I buy plain white, 
scalloped plates from the variety 
store and convert them into at¬ 
tractive wall plaques. First I paint 
the edge of the plate around the 
scallops with figurine paint. Then, 
from scraps of felt, I make a pic¬ 
ture to be glued in the center of the 
plate. For example, a basket of 
flowers can be made by using brown 
felt for the basket, green for the 
leaves and yellow for the petals. 
Dogs and kittens are attractive with 
eyes made of beads and a painted 
nose and mouth. Another good sel¬ 
ler is the silhouettes of a little boy 
and girl. I use a round piece of felt 
for the heads, a colored piece for 
the hats, a different color for the 
boy’s coat and tie, and still another 
for the girl’s dress. I attach hangers 
to the back and sell them for $1.00 
a pair.

Bed Spreads With a Message 

Being in an “embroidering mood” 
one day, I struck on the idea of 
making our plain, red sailcloth bed¬ 
spread more novel by mono- 
gramming a large (20 inch) initial 
“R” in the center. As a lark, across 
the top section that folds over the 
pillows, I embroidered, “Ray loves 
Lilly.” Some of my friends thought 
that such an item would make a 
good wedding shower gift. The fad 
caught on, and I have been kept 
busy ever since, making these 
personalized bed covers. I use clean, 
grocery store paper for sketching 
out the large block type initial and 
the script that I use across the top. 
These patterns are transferred onto 
the material with carbon paper. I 
embroider all of the lettering with 
a simple outline stitch using six 
strands of thread. Each spread re¬ 
quires eight yards of solid-color, 
36-inch sailcloth which I purchase 
for 53 cents per yard. The em¬ 
broidery thread costs only about 10 
cents, making my total outlay for 
materials $4.34. The completed 
product sells for $7.50. After having 
made up seven orders, I find that I 
can make a bedspread, including 
cutting, assembly and embroidering, 
in about four hours.

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Lent is a perfect reason for intro¬ 
ducing new dishes to the family. It 
can also be the necessary stimulus 
for the homemaker to turn to the 
recipe files and try new dishes. Use 
this extra impetus to introduce some 
change to your menu planning. 

Fish, cheese and eggs are three of 
the main foods used in meatless 
meals. One of the greatest changes 
in this food preparation as compared 
with meat preparation is time. The 
time when the food is prepared and 
the length of time it takes to cook. 
Basically all three of these—fish, 
cheese and eggs—are last minute 
preparations. They are not tucked 
into the oven hours before meal 
time and forgotten. Fish takes very 
little cooking time. A cheese souffle 
has to bake an hour or more, but 
should be eaten the minute it is 
done or the superb, delicate flavor 
and quality are lost. Eggs are just 
as temperamental to time and tem¬ 
perature. They require the right 
time and a low temperature to serve 
a quality dish. They will become 
tough and rubbery if the tempera- 
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ture is too high. Cheese w T ill be¬ 
come stringy with too high a tem¬ 
perature. For this reason the egg- 
cheese combination is ideal. 

Fish takes such little time and 
effort to prepare that there is time 
left to prepare a sauce. The sauce 
will give fish the difference you 
desire. For any of these three foods, 
hot bread or rolls are pleasant com¬ 
panions. They are appreciated at 
any meal, but add a little stick-to- 
the-ribs quality that will be espe¬ 
cially welcome for Lenten meals. 

Lent is a little later than usual 
this year. This takes it definitely 
into spring when our meals tend to 
be a little lighter. Hot rolls and 
salads are a favorite accompaniment 
with these Lenten suggestions. 

Herb Cheese Bread 
(Very good served with fish) 

1 cup warm water (110°-115°F.) 

1 package active dry yeast 

1 egg (room temperature) 

3 cups sifted ail-purpose flour 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons soft shortening 

Vi teaspoon each basil and oregano 


Topping 

Vi pound shredded cheese 

Va cup minced onion 

V 2 teaspoon each oregano and basil 

Measure flour, then blend with sugar, 
salt and shortening. Prepare topping in¬ 
gredients but do not combine until ready to 
use. Pour the warm water into a large mix¬ 
ing bowl and add the yeast. Let stand a few 
minutes, then stir to dissolve. Blend in 
the egg. Add half the flour-mixture, beat 
until smooth, about 2 minutes. Add rest 
of the flour and stir until the flour 
disappears and batter is smooth, about 
l */2 minutes. Scrape down batter from sides 
of bowl. Cover bowl with waxed paper and 
let rise in warm place until doubled, about 
30 minutes. Meanwhile, grease one 9 x 13 x 
2-inch oblong pan or two 8 or 9-inch square 
pans. Stir down the batter in 20 to 25 
strokes. Put into pans. Add onion to 
cheese and herbs and spread evenly over 
the tops of the batter. Grease fingers and 
make dents with the fingers on the topping, 
pressing almost to the bottom of the pans. 
Tap the pans on the table. Let batter rise 
in warm place, about 20 to 30 minutes, no 
more than doubled. Bake 30 to 35 minutes 
or until golden brown on sides and tops, 
in 375°F. oven. Remove from pans and 
serve warm. 

Special Macaroni and Cheese Casserole 
V 2 cup shredded processed cheese 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
3 /a cup milk 

1 tablespoon finely chopped onion 

2 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 cups cooked macaroni 

8 slices packaged processed cheese 
paprika 

Combine shredded cheese, butter, milk, 
onion, eggs, salt and macaroni in a bowl. 
Mix well. Turn into oiled shallow one quart 
casserole. Add a sprinkling of paprika. 
Top with cheese slices cut diagonally. Bake 
in 375°F. oven for 35 to 40 minutes. 
Serves 4. 

Fish Sauce 

1 cup mayonnaise 
Vi teaspoon dry mustard 
Va teaspoon garlic salt 
Va cup chili sauce 

1 teaspoon Tabasco 

2 tablespoons tarragon vinegar 

3 tablespoons chopped stuffed olives 
Va cup chopped sweet gherkins 

1 teaspoon minced onion 
Blend first four ingredients together in 
a mixing bowl. Stir in Tabasco and vinegar. 
Add remaining ingredients and mix well. 
Makes about 1 % cups.

1 teaspoon salt 

Vs teaspoon pepper 
dash cayenne 
Vi teaspoon curry powder 
Let shrimp thaw. Reserve six whole 
shrimp for garnishing.

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Cottage Cheese Sweet Rolls 

2 3 /4 cups sifted all purpose flour 
V4 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup creamed cottage cheese 
(room temperature) 

1 egg (room temperature) 

Vi cup soft shortening 

(part butter or margarine) 

!4 cup warm water 
Filling 

% cup finely chopped pecans 
% cup brown sugar, packed firmly 
3 tablespoons melted butter 
Vi teaspoon vanilla 

Measure flour, sugar, salt and cheese into 
a bowl; add the egg. Blend well. Cut 
shortening into the ingredients as for pie 
crust, blending again. Add the yeast to the 
water and let stand a few minutes, mix in 
with other ingredients. The dough will be 
a little sticky with cheese bits throughout. 
Put dough out on lightly floured cloth or 
board. Turn over two or three times to 
lightly coat with flour so it does not stick to 
the cloth. Roll out to a 12-inch square and 
spread the filling evenly over the dough. 
Roll up like a jelly roll. Cut dough into 18 
slices and place in greased muffin cups. 
Let rise about 45 minutes or until doubled. 
Bake rolls about 15 minutes or until well 
browned in 375 °P. oven. Remove from 
pans and sprinkle with powdered sugar 
while still warm. Makes 18 rolls. 

Easter Dinner 

Easter dinner has its traditions too. 
Ham and lamb are the two most used meats 
for Easter dinner. 

We know that the Egyptians were the 
first to learn to cure and smoke pork. The 
legends tell us that—as many such dis¬ 
coveries—it was quite by accident. The 
legend is that some fresh pork was hidden 
in the sand near the sea from invading 
warriors. The cool salt water of the sea 
seeped through the sand and bathed the 
pork in its natural brine.

Crown Roast of Lamb 

Allow 2 to 3 ribs per serving. Have the 
butcher “French” the rib ends by removing 
the little fingers of meat from between 
the rib ends. Grind this for the stuffing. 
Season roast with salt and pepper and 
some garlic salt. Place rib ends down in 
shallow roasting pan. Insert meat ther¬ 
mometer between ribs into center of 
thickest part. Do not add water. Place in 
300°F. oven and bake until thermometer 
registers 175° for medium well done; 180° 
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for well done. About half an hour before 
roast is done, remove from oven, drain off 
drippings, turn the roast rib ends up. Fill 
center with stuffing (which has been 
baking in foil), increase temperature to 
325 °F. and finish roasting. Serve with rib 
ends inserted into whole onions, giant 
green olives or small potatoes. 

Stuffing for Crown Roast 

16 cup butter or margarine 
1 cup onions, minced 
8 cups small bread cubes 
% pound ground lamb 
3 A teaspoon salt 

1 clove garlic, minced 
Vi teaspoon allspice 

Va teaspoon pepper 
6 tablespoons grated Parmesan cheese 

2 packages frozen chopped spinach 
cooked and drained (about 2 cups) 

Cook onions slowly in butter until soft 
but not browned. Remove from butter. Add 
onions to bread cubes. Cook lamb in butter 
until golden brown, stirring frequently. 
Add salt. Cook spinach, drain well. Add 
lamb, spinach and remaining ingredients to 
bread cubes and onions. Mix lightly. Place 
stuffing on heavy aluminum foil. Close, 
folding edges in tightly to retain the 
moisture. Place in oven at same time as 
roast. 

Bavarian Cream Chapeau 

(As Shown on Page 26) 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
Vi cup sugar, divided 

Vs teaspoon salt 

2 eggs, separated 
(room temperature) 

1 Va cups cold milk 
V* teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup heavy cream, whipped 


Mix gelatin, Vi cup sugar and salt in 
saucepan. Beat together egg yolks and 
milk, stir into gelatin mixture. Place over 
low heat, stirring constantly, until gelatin 
dissolves and mixture thickens, about 6 
minutes. Remove from heat, add vanilla. 
Chill until mixture is slightly thicker than 
consistency of unbeaten egg white. Beat 
egg whites until stiff, but not dry; gradually 
add remaining Vi cup sugar and beat until 
very stiff. Fold into gelatin mixture. Fold 
in whipped cream. Turn into a 5-cup 
shallow bowl or casserole; chill until firm. 
Unmold on a flat scalloped plate to re¬ 
semble “brim” of hat. To decorate, force 
whipped cream through pastry tube around 
base of mold making a bow on the side. 
Put mint leaves, cherries, strawberries and 
small white grapes around mold. Serves 8. 
Spinach Rice Ring 

1 package frozen chopped spinach 
IV 2 cups cooked rice 

3 tablespoons finely minced onion 
3 tablespoons finely minced pimiento 
V 2 teaspoon salt 
V* teaspoon powdered thyme 
Vz cup hot milk 

2 eggs, beaten 

} /i teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 

Defrost spinach. Oil eight individual 
ring molds or six ( V 2 -cup size) custard 
cups. Combine rice with onion, pimiento, 
salt and thyme. Pour hot milk gradually 
into beaten eggs while stirring. Add Wor¬ 
cestershire sauce and defrosted spinach. 
Stir well; combine all ingredients. Spoon 
into greased molds, pour in remaining 
liquid. Place molds on cooky sheet and 
bake in 350 °F. oven approximately 30 
minutes or until slightly puffed and firm. 
After removing from oven, let stand five 
minutes before unmolding. Fill the cen¬ 
ters with creamed crab meat. Serves 6 or 8.

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Why won't my Nandinas produce berries? 
Mrs. J. W. D., Mississippi 

It is most likely that your Nandina 
shrubs are subject to winter injury. The 
plant roots will survive severe weather and 
while the plant will grow year after year, 
it may never flower or produce fruit. Try 
moving the plant to a more sheltered loca¬ 
tion and protect it from winter injury. 

How should I care for a gardenia plant? 
When can 1 take cuttings? Mrs. R. L., New 
Hampshire 

Gardenia florida is the summer flower¬ 
ing variety most suitable for pot culture. 
It requires an acid soil, high in organic 
matter and of a loose open texture. It 
needs to be kept rather on the dry side 
during winter and in a cool place. Humidity 
is most necessary. The dry air of the 
average home is almost fatal to the gar¬ 
denia plant. The plant is best carried out¬ 
doors during summer in a partially shaded, 
moist place. Softwood cuttings can be 
made at almost any time in the spring, 
preferably before hot weather. Tip cuttings 
may be taken now, three or four inches 
long, and inserted in clean sand in a closed 
case. Temperature must be kept above 70°. 
The closed case, terrarium, or sweat box, is 
necessary to keep the atmospheric humidity 
up around 70%.

I believe my iris are infected with borers. 
How can I get rid of them? Mrs. O. T., 
California 

The adult iris borer is a brownish 
colored moth that appears in the fall and 
lays eggs on dead and dry iris leaves. The 
eggs hatch in the spring and the young 
eat into the young leaves, and secure inside 
the leaves, work down to the roots which 
they devour. In the process they become 
worms about two inches long. In late fall 
or early spring, cut off and destroy the old 
leaves, thus destroying most of the eggs. 
Spray the new T growth as it develops with 
DDT. Three or four sprayings a week 
apart should be sufficient. If a 25% DDT 
emulsion is used, 2 tablespoonfuls per 
gallon of water is required. 

I received an Easter lily as a gift. Can it be 
kept and brought into blossom next year? 
Mrs. A. V. S., Maine 

The Easter lily you had bloom at Easter 
time was probably a Croft lily. It is hardy 
and can be planted in the garden where 
it should bloom year after year. But it is 
not practical to attempt to bloom it again 
in the pot next Easter, for the bulb ’ is 
pretty well exhausted and must have a 
period of growth in the ground to re¬ 
juvenate it. If the plant is dried off, given 
a period of dormancy, and then started 
again, it might give a bloom or two but it 
would not likely be at Easter time. It 
requires a plump, well ripened bulb that 
has been made dormant and then chilled in 
cold storage for a protracted period to be 
suitable for winter forcing.

I have a lilac bush that is over five years 
old and has never bloomed. What can I do to 
help it bloom? L. W., Missouri 
Occasionally a lilac takes years before it 
begins to bloom. But every lilac should 
bloom eventually, if grown properly. Try 
thinning the plant just after the blooming 
season is past. Remove all weak growths 
and take out some of the canes at the sur¬ 
face of the ground, together with most of 
the young growth, or suckers, that come 
up. Scatter a pound of superphosphate and 
a pound of hydrated lime around the bush 
Next winter mulch the bush with a two ov 
three-inch layer of rotted cow manure. 

Why do the leaves of my African violets curl 
under at the edges? I have recently repotted 
them and they have a good color. Could the 
soil be too rich? Mrs. E. L. F., Florida 
If African violets are grown in too cool 
a temperature, below 60°, they develop a 
condition called epinasty, which causes 
the growth to curl downward. An insect 
called cyclamen mite, so small that it is 
almost invisible to the naked eye, may 
be the cause of leaf curl. When a plant 
is infested, the leaves begin to curl down 
and take on a deformed appearance. The 
mites are extremely hard to control. Three 
sprayings with Kelthane miticide 10 days 
apart is recommended if mites are present. 


How old does a Mimosa tree have to be 
before it blooms? Does it require any special 
care? Mrs. D. G., Kansas 

The Mimosa, or silk tree, blooms at an 
extremely early age for a tree. Sometimes 
seedlings bloom when only three years old. 
The tree needs no special care but there 
may be some winterkilling in Kansas unless 
it is given a sheltered location. It thrives 
best in open, light soil and when once 
established seems to be able to take care 
of itself. 

Why does my Andromeda bloom so poorly? 

I have it in a protected spot, and have fertilized 
it with cotton seed meal. Also, it has lots of 
peat in the soil. It just doesn't seem to grow. 
V. R., Missouri 

Your Andromeda is being grown under 
conditions about right as far as they go. 
Most important, though, is soil acidity 
which should be adjusted so that you have 
a definitely acid soil (pH*). The quickest 
method to make the soil acid is by the 
addition of aluminum sulphate. Average 
soil liberally supplied with peat will require 
about one pound of aluminum sulphate, 
hoed into the surface soil, to a space three 
feet square. Following this application of 
aluminum sulphate, watering the plant 
should be increased. Keep the soil around 
the Andromeda soaked often. _

hours of the day. However, since 
they are geared to bloom only after 
the days grow shorter, a little shade 
in the early morning or late after¬ 
noon may help them bloom earlier. 

Mums may be started from seed, 
cuttings or division. Whichever way 
you choose, try to get them started 
as early as possible for your par¬ 
ticular location. Anytime the tem¬ 
perature stays around 60-65 degrees 
is warm enough.

before, mums may be started from 
seed, but this way is usually un¬ 
satisfactory because they often re¬ 
vert and produce only single flow¬ 
ers. If you have had experience 
with mums and want to try making 
cuttings, the procedure isn’t too dif¬ 
ficult. Also, by taking cuttings, you 
can make relatively sure that the 
plants will be disease free. Cut off 
tips about 5-6 inches long, making 
the cut just below a node or leaf 
bud and trim off the bottom leaves. 
Next, dip the whole cutting into 
a paste-like mixture made from 
Rootone, Fermate and water mixed 
with soil. Use 3 tablespoons Fermate 
and one tablespoon Rootone to one 
gallon of water and as much soil 
as necessary for the paste. After 
dipping the cuttings in this mixture, 
lean them up against a box or wall 
to dry for a while. Have a trench 
dug about 6 inches wide and 2 inches 
deep in a shady spot and set the 
plants out about 6 inches apart. Fill 
in around the mums with soil and 
sand mixed with vermiculite. Water 
every day to help growth and in 
about two weeks the mums will be 
ready for transplanting. 

Of course, the old tried and true 
method for propagating mums is by 
division and this is the method 
recommended for most gardeners. 
It is easier and has a greater chance 
of success. Just dig up the old 
clump of mums (again, in early 
spring) and cut off the little root 
stems that have formed. Throw the 
old root stump away as there is no 
longer any use for it. Plant these 
divisions in a shallow hole because 
their roots do not go very deep. 
Plant about 20 inches apart in a 
sunny, well-drained spot. If your 
soil is not acid enough, mix in some 
manure, compost or peat moss. Dur¬ 
ing the summer use a light mulch of 
grass clippings on the mums to keep 
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the ground cool and to make good 
use of the moisture in the soil. 

If you don’t already have a start 
of mums for division purposes or if 
you’d like to add a few of the new, 
more colorful and exotic varieties 
to your collection, most nurseries 
can provide you with healthy stock 
ready to plant. 

As soon as the plants are about 
8 inches tall, begin to pinch them 
back and by fall you will have com¬ 
pact, bushy plants that won’t droop 
over and have to be staked. When 
the plant has about 6 or 8 leaves, 
pinch out the center. This will 
cause lateral branches to appear. 
When the lateral branches are about 
6-8 inches long, pinch them off also. 
Continue this until about the mid¬ 
dle of June. 

When buds begin to form, remove 
all but the middle or largest bud. 
This method of pinching the buds 
will make larger, more showy flow¬ 
ers. 

Mums are heavy feeders and you 
will want to make sure that they 
have plenty of plant food during 
the growing season. Also, while 
fertilizing, be certain that they have 
plenty of water. Do not spray with 
water, however, but soak the ground 
well about once a week. 

Never cut mums down after they 
have bloomed, for the old tops pro¬ 
vide the plants with a good winter 
mulch. If a heavier mulch is de¬ 
sired, use evergreen branches. Do 
not use hay or similar material that 
will pack down and prevent the 
young plants from growing through. 

Mums are sometimes troubled by 
black or green aphids, tiny insect 
pests. Use a nicotine sulphate and 
soap solution to get rid of these. 

If the plant leaves develop spots 
on them, this is caused by a fungus 
growth and can be checked by dust¬ 
ing with sulphur powder.

Strawberries, a universally favor¬ 
ite fruit, will thrive in practically 
any section of the United States 
(except desert areas) and seem the 
natural beginning for a person who 
has never before cultivated small 
fruits. Each home garden should 
have its strawberry patch with 
early, mid-season and late varieties 
included, for tasty strawberry de¬ 
lights during the entire summer. 

Planting— 

Planting times vary with each 
part of the country—if you live in 
the northern states, plant your 
strawberries in April or May; in the 
central states during March, April 
or May and in the southern states 
February, March and April are ideal 
months for strawberry planting. 

When planting, spread roots out, 
do not leave them cramped or 
bunched and be certain the crowns 
are level with soil surface—when 
plants are set too deep, they rot; 
when they are set too shallow, the 
roots dry out. Pack the soil very 
tightly around newly set plants. 
Blossoms which appear should be 
removed the first season until about 
July 1st, this will allow the roots 
to become established, and also no 
fruit should be allowed to mature 
until the second year. 

For the average home grower, 
two methods of cultivating berries 
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are suggested—in rows or hills. If 
your space will accommodate just 
a few plants, use the hill system- 
space hills about 12 inches apart 
each way and place one plant in 
each. For more extensive planting, 
grow them in rows—set plants about 
15 to 18 inches apart in rows spaced 
from 31/2 to 4 feet apart. 

Soil— 

Strawberries will do nicely in any 
good garden soil—but yield best on 
light, sandy loam with plenty of 


humus. It is advisable to cultivate 
the soil at least a year, preferably 
two, in advance of planting the 
berries. Apply manure to crop 
grown prior to the berries. This 
should destroy weeds through culti¬ 
vation and the material will have 
rooted into humus before berry 
planting time. An important cul¬ 
tural requirement for strawberries 
is to keep the soil free of weeds; if 
this is not accomplished, the weeds

matted that cultivation is very diffi¬ 
cult and sometimes impossible. The 
space between the rows should be 
weed-free also or straw mulching 
will be impossible, and this is very 
essential to good strawberry culture. 

Cultivation— 

During the first season, one of the 
main objectives is to produce the 
greatest crop of leaves possible—to 
do this, it is recommended that all 
runners be cut off from the mother 
plant. This is advisable because, 
close to the base of the leaf stalk, 
the plant matures the buds that 
produce flowers and fruit the fol¬ 
lowing season. Always keep plants 
free of vegetation. 

Mulching— 

The best winter mulch for straw¬ 
berries is wheat, rye or barley straw, 
placed about 4 inches deep over the 
rows of plants for winter protection. 
This mulch should be applied in the 
fall months after the first freeze. 
In the early spring, before plant 
growth begins, remove mulch from 
the bed of plants and place it be¬ 
tween the rows to keep moisture and 
also to keep the strawberries clean. 

It should be mentioned that in 
some southern sections, no winter 
protection is needed. Also, in some 
areas, the snow cover may be all 
the protection plants need from win¬ 
ter, but it is not a good policy to 
rely on this. The safest method is 
to use a winter mulch. 

Pests— 

For the gardener who is growing 
strawberries in a small area, pests 
are negligible, since new plants are 
usually purchased yearly (for a con¬ 
tinuous crop of berries) from reli¬ 
able nurseries who are shipping 
virus-free plants.

For Easter fun and beauty try 
decorating your Easter eggs well in 
advance of Easter to avoid that last 
minute rush. 



Whenever you use eggs in cooking, 
save the shells in the following way. 
Take a knife handle and gently tap 
a small, oval-shaped opening on the 
side of the eggs. Opening can be 
slightly larger than a quarter, or if 
egg is quite large, make the opening 
larger accordingly. Lift out the 
cracked piece gently so as not to 
let any fall on the egg. The egg will 
then slip easily out of the shell. 

You can decorate the white shells 
or you can save them until you have 
enough to make it worthwhile to 
dye them. Use Easter Egg dye or 
food coloring according to directions 
for this step. The inside of the shell 
takes on a deeper hue than the out¬ 
side. I dye bits of cotton at the same 
time I dye the egg shells. Although 
the cotton looks dark and sodden 
when wet, it can be fluffed up again 
when dry. 

When the shells are dry you can 
start decorating them. Using tiny 
pictures from greeting cards, gift

the shell, it gives the impression of 
flight. 

Next glue the main objects that 
are to be in the foreground. I do 
this by gluing the object to a small 
piece of cardboard which extends 
about % or Vi-inch below. When 
the cardboard is glued to a small 
piece of foam secured in the bottom 
of the inside of the eggs the object 
will stand up a bit high. 

This is where we use the dyed 
cotton to cover the base of the 
objects in the scene. In this way you 
do not see where the objects are 
fastened in the bottom. 

Also shredded grass which is used 
for Easter baskets makes a nice 
covering for the bottom. You may 
find tweezers handy when placing 
grass around the objects. 

For trees you can use sprigs of 
evergreen or air fern. The latter is 
not live so it retains its bright green 
color. 

After the inside decorations are 
completed you can decorate around 
the opening, to cover the jagged 
edge of the shell. This can be done 
with a number of things—rickrack, 
narrow ribbon, small flowers cut 
from greeting cards or seed cata¬ 
logs, small bits from lace paper 
doilies, or tiny squares or triangles 
cut from metallic paper and pasted 
along the edge. As you decorate you 
will have ideas of your own on 
suitable things to use. 

After finishing the edge, decorate 
the outside using any of the men¬ 
tioned materials or glitter. If you 
spread glue in circles or waves and 
streaks, glitter will adhere, making 
an interesting design. 

To make eggs stand up, cut in¬ 
dividual stands from egg cartons and 
paint gold or silver. Just reverse the 
deep cup eggs set in when they are 
in the carton; it then becomes the 
stand to hold the decorated egg. 
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this dainty leaf edging is made 
in such a manner that the straight 
edge which is sewn to material is 
unusually even and substantial. As 
it is being made, you will notice a 
slanting side, but when completed 
the bound off edge fits perfectly 
against the cast on edge. When 
made with number 30 crochet cot¬ 
ton and using size 17 or 18 steel 
knitting needles, the edging meas¬ 
ures about 1% inches wide.

Try this little trick when wanting 
a simple trim of contrasting color 
for any of your knitted items. 

Use a contrasting color when you 
are ready for the cast off row. Work 
all of the cast off sts with the con¬ 
trasting color This gives a pleasing 
touch of color to anything you 
might be knitting. 

The illustralmn shows the bound 
off row of contrasting color worked 
over a pattern of garter stitch.
